■ The longer this sort of thing goes on, the 
more we are convinced Idaho needs to over- 
haul Its system of marketing promotion. In 
some respects the state advertising com- 
mission has done an outstanding Job and tho 
Times-News has been liberal in Its praise 
of that commlsilon. 

But It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent to us that Idaho should- devise some^ 
system to prevent all this mlsrepresentatlmy 
of .Its potatoes before spending any 
money on advertising which may only make 
us look all the more ridiculous. 

We have suggMted In times past that some, 
system of sealed bags might be employed to 
■ thwart the grafters who profit by mlsrcpre- 
aenUng off-grade potatoes as Idaho No. I's. 
Through Idaho's advertising program, the 
nation's consumers could then be fimiliar- 
Ired with these official, tamper-proof bags, 
and warned to buy Idaho potatoes In no 
other way.
